CURRENT  REVISIONS 

This  supplement  to  Construction  Reports  C30  provides  the 
latest  monthly  and  annual  estimates  of  new  construction  put 
in  place  in  the  United  States  for  1964  through  1980. 

Revisions  have  been  made  to  the  "farm  nonresidential" 
category  beginning  in  1964  using  data  contained  in  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Agriculture  Report,  Income  and  Balance  Sheet 
Statistics,  1979. 

New  Seasonal  factors,  based  upon  monthly  revisions  through 
December  1980,  were  used  to  revise  seasonally  adjusted  data 
for  1978  through  1980. 

The  constant  dollar  series  have  been  revised  to  reflect  the 
base  year  change  from  1972  to  1977.  The  monthly  estimates 
are  presented  at  seasonally  adjusted  annual  rates  and  not 
seasonally  adjusted.  Statistics  are  presented  on  a  1977  base 
year  for  the  years  1964  through  1980. 

Charts  compare  current  and  1977  constant  dollar  estimates 
from  1964  through  1980  for  all  new  construction,  public 
construction,  private  residential  construction,  and  private 
nonresidential  construction. 

Annual  statistics  on  new  construction  put  in  place  from  1915 
through  1964  also  appear.
